A new hank in this ¢lly Is in pros
vege,  Business men yesterday maode a
cunvars of the merchants of the town,
expladned the project and met with
such an enthusiastic reception that by
noon $60,000 of the proposed $100,600
stock were subsceribed for. Within
twenty-four hours, the remaining half
of the stock will hove been subseribed
for, This was stated positively to the
Tribune last night by those most acs
tive In the latest financinl move which
has cauged quite o fOurry of exelte-
;ment In the financinl and commercial
e of the clty,

The name of the new banking Instl-
tution will be the Dime Deposlt and
Dircount Compuny, Thig fenture of
hank savings has met with unexpectsd
‘success throughout the country and it
I8 belleved there ig 0 good field here,
The ldea of dolng o trust buginess wos
algo consldered, but hag not been de-
cided upon. There 18 o legal conglderi-
“tlon thnt will have to be inguired Into
hefore it can be determined whether
the trust company cin be Incorpornted
with  the dime savings  institution,

The Tribune can stare authoritatively
that no Scranton men are interegicd in
the project. Tt will be a strictly Car-
bondale institution; no stock will go
to outsiders. There wasr a story that
Casey Bros., of Scranton, were to have
gomething to do with the proposed
bank. This I8 not true, however, Thelr
name was asoscinted with the project
In the beginning, but they have no
connection with the organization, As
mentloned, the stock has all been ape
plied for by Carbondalians,

This rumor of Seranton  interests
gave rise to the bellef that there were
to be two banks. This is not even like-
I¥, since the third bank {s now an es-
inblished cerlainty. Any outsiders
contemplating another concern would
find the money Interests of the city
fully represented in the two bhanks
already here and the one in process,

The new bank project Is nn Indlca-
tlon that Carbondale Is going formvard
with steady strides, and Is a splendid
-advertisement for the town among our
neighbors.

OVER J. P. A. TINGLEY

The Bolemn Service of the Dead at
Trinity Episcopal Church—Rev. R.
A. Bawyer Observes Impressive
Ritual—SBurpliced Choir Assists.
Deceased to Be Taken to Foster for
Burial Today,

The last parvt of his journey to the
grave was followed amid all the tokens
of respect due him as an upright clti-
zen, an honest man in his business re-
latlons, un esteemed member of the
Musgonic lodge and a falthful member
of Trinity Eplscopal church, The evi-
dences of his high standing among his
different associntes in life wore of 3
character to be comforting and edify-
ing to the dear ones who will miss him
most,

dence on Washington street shortly be-
fore 4 o'clock for Trinity church, was
headed by a uniformed escort of honor

Bought from 'Squire Williams at
No. 4—Breaker to Be Erected
Within a Year,

tract for sadd work, The new breaker
will be located northeast of this city,

Crossing, along the line of the Deli-
ware  and  Hudson  Conl  company's
Honesdale branch. The breaker, swhen
completed, will vost, according to the |
contravt for same, something In the
nelghborhood of 875,000, and must b}
ciapuble of producing 1L0O00 tons of pre-
pared conl daily.
